bashed an automobile against

failing1 so hard 'that the' vehicle practically 
disintegrated. 
And so did his body. 
'The 'boy was employed. 
There may 
not have been a question of needing 
money. Was it an early morning lark 
that led him to' stealing the automobile, 
then .racing it at what 'police alleged 
was 111 miles an hour? 
Was society at fault? And. what should 
society do to prevent such, a grisly, Easter 
morning fatality .in. 'the future?

"flit automobile was stolen from the West 
High, street 'used car lot of Hartman Auto 
Sales. 'The proprietor said he had 'the auto-' 
mobile locked. The auto keys were in H ar­ 
old “Ace'” Hartman’s office. He said a car 
window bad to be broken to admit the boy.

11 'percent in 1966 over 1965',.

just reported crime».. 
Many go unreported

'“An abundance of m aterial goods: provide* 
an. abundance of motives and opportunities 
for stealing, and stealing is the fast grow­ 
ing kind of crime,* toe crime commission 
said. 
There is a national sickness among 
youth; it yields to# often to crime.

society faiing to. its responsibility? 
“ Poverty and the slums It breeds make 
an enormous problem—for the police, 
for 
fte churches, for community welfare insti­ 
tutions,” suggests Time. 
So what Is the solution?

commission said “ a. community’s most 
enduring protection against crime is to' 
right the wrongs and cure the illnesses
